Three years each In the penitentiary 
was the punishment meted out to Al¬ 
fred Mason and James Payne by Magi¬ 
strate Jay this morning for the theft 
of a gold watch and chain valued at 
$350 from Edward Belanger while the 
victim was asleep in the Palace saloon 
on the afternoon of March 18th. 

The evidence for the prosecution was 
presented yesterday and to-day that for 
the defence was heard, the witnesses 
being Payne and Mason themselves 
and two friends, who had been with 
them In the Palace the day of the rob¬ 
bery. The evidence of the last two 
was of very little value to the two ac¬ 
cused men, while their own story did 
not assist them any. It was plausible 
but not reasonable. 

At the conclusion of the evidence the 
magistrate convicted and sentenced the 
two men. 

Walter Cooper, the first witness call¬ 
ed to-day, swore he had seen Payne In 
the Palace hotel on the day of the rob¬ 
bery, where they had several drinks. 
He had not seen Belanger there. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 27 .—Word 
reached the office of the chief of police 
last night that John Dalxell Robertson, 
assistant secretary of the dsfunct Cali¬ 
fornia Safe Deposit and Trust Com¬ 
pany, was In New York and anxious to 
return and turn states evidence. Rob¬ 
ertson was connected with D. Dalzell, 
Brown. Walter J. Bartnett and Jan. 
Treadwell In action for embexxlement. 
He escaped from San Francisco soon as 
the crash came and has been a fugitive 
for four months. 

Robertson is penniless and broken In 
health. His friends say he has made 
what Is said to amount to a complete 
confession and hopes that he may be 
granted immunity for the testimony he 
is willing to give.

In cross-examination he said that 
Payne left him and went over to the 
fire, but he did not keep his eye on him. 
Mason did not drink with him but was 
standing near the fire. The theft might 
have taken place without his seeing It, 
Edward Hood remembered having 
been In the Palace saloon drinking with 
Payne and had seen Belanger, whom 
the bartender had refused to serve with 
drinks. He had been standing with 
Payne near the fire. Nothing had been 
passed to Payne by Mason. He had"also 
seen Mason standing near the fire. He 
had not seen him taking anything from 
Belanger. Mason was busily engaged 
reading. 

In cross-examination he said that it 
was about 4 o'clock he was In the Pal¬ 
ace saloon. Belanger was asleep In the 
bar. Mason was standing about four 
or five feet from Belanger. He did not 
have his eyes on Pa>ne and Mason all 
the time and the robbery ^ould have 
taken place as It was said It had. He 
had been with Cooper, the last witness, 
and Payne from the time they left the 
Palace saloon after the robbery until 
he was arrested, with the exception of 
a few minutes. On the way down 
through Chinatown Payne had left 
them for a few minutes but rejoined 
them before the Princess saloon was 
reached, which they entered together. 
He had been In the Princes* saloon 
with Payne and Cooper when Detective 
Palmer and an officer came In. 

Detective Palmer explained that 
Payne was not In the Princess when he 
arrived, but came in after he left, but 
Hood was positive that Payne had 
come In with him. Hood said he had 
seen the search. 

To the magistrate he said he had five 
or six medium beers In the Palace and 
one in the Princess. 

Payne went into the box on his own 
behalf. He had two or three drinks 
In the Palace. Belanger had come over 
to him staggering and he had tried to 
get away. Later he had seen Belanger 
grab a man by the throat and accuse 
him of having stolen hie watch.

Mexico City, March 27.—Mexico City 
was visited by two severe earthquake 
shocks yesterday. The first occurred at 
2:40 p. m.. lasting 4 minutes and 28 
seconds. No lives were lost and the 
property damage was insignificant, 
though numerous walls were cracked 
by the motion of the earth's waves. 
The shock was very similar to that felt 
In this city about a year ago. the os¬ 
cillations being of a long, swaying 
variety. 

At the national observatory It was 
Mated that the needle of the seismo¬ 
graph traveled the entire distance of 
the dial. That no property loss result¬ 
ed Is due, according to the scientists, 
to the fact that the City of Mexico 
rests on the spongy bed of an old lake. 

A second end much more severe 
earthquake shock occurred at 9:17 
o'clock last night. Walls were cracked 
and clocks all over the city were 
stopped. The theatre crowds rushed to 
the streets. The people are consider¬ 
ably alarmed over the repeated shocks. 
No great damage has yet been reported 
though a number of walls have fallen.

FOUNDED COS8IT COMPANY.

Word was 
sent to Hornell and a train carrying 
physicians and railroad officials was 
made up and hurried to the scene of 
the wreck. The dead will be taken to 
Hornell.

The reason why Champlain selected 
Quebec for establishing his settlement 
Is because he judged that the 8t. Law¬ 
rence was to be the great highway of 
commerce for this country, and he 
thought that he would be able to com¬ 
mand this highway best at Quebec, 
where the great river narrows between 
high banks. 

According to Champlain's account, 
his first care, after landing at Quebec, 
was to select a good site for a kind of 
fortified habitation. He fixed upon the 
point of Quebec, on a spot now compre¬ 
hended in Lower Town, between Notre 
Dame street and the river, and at once 
set a portion of his men to work cutting 
down trees, sawing planks, digging the 
cellar and muking trenches. All 
the men not employed in building were 
set to work clearing the ground for 
sowing wheat and rye. 

Later scenes in the history of Cham¬ 
plain in Canada also offer excellent ma¬ 
terial for dramatic representation, par¬ 
ticularly his many memorable conflicts 
with the Indians. There are many dra¬ 
matic possibilities, for Instance. In the 
expedition he undertook In June, 1609, 
with'a war party of Algonquin savages 
against the Iroquois. On that expedi¬ 
tion he Journeyed as far as the lake 
which still retains his name, and com¬ 
ing upon the Iroquois on the shores of 
that lake, he urrayed himself in his 
doublet and hose, buckled on a steel 
breastplate and backplece, and protec¬ 
ted his thighs with 'culsses' and his 
head with a plumed casque. At his side 
was his sword, and in his hand his

Mr. Frank Lascelles. who has been so 
successful In conducting historic pa¬ 
geants in England. Is busy planning the 
features of the tercentenary pageantry. 
One of these features will represent the 
coming of Champlain, and the first 
simple but momentous scenes that were 
enacted when he landed on Canadian 
soil and commenced the settlement of 
the country. For this purpose a model 
of the little one-hundred-ton vessel In 
which he and his company sailed from i 
France to this country Is being built. 
Rigged after the manner of throe hun¬ 
dred years ago. with her captain and | 
crew dressed In the costumes of those 
times, this little vessel Will come sail¬ 
ing up the 8t.

She will an¬ 
chor off the. lower town, and her cap¬ 
tain and crew, representing Champlain' 
and his men, will land and re-enact 
the scenes long since passed Into his¬ 
tory.

us. In his Journals, abundant descrip¬ 
tions of those early days in Canadian 
hlitory.

From all parts of Germany sharp ad¬ 
vances In the prices of the necessities 
of life, especially In foodstuffs and In 
fodder for live stock, are reported. The 
latter have been notioeable during the 
last few weeks, and are due, In a mea¬ 
sure at least, to the unsatisfactory 
crops of the past year. The result !s 
a strong upward movement in the price 
of foodstuffs. Meat is the only ex¬ 
ception. It shows a flight tendency to 
lower prlceo, uut Is still above the fig¬ 
ures of two years ago, and the slightly 
lower prices of to-day are perhaps duo 
to the constant agitations for cheaper 
meat, which have continued uninter¬ 
ruptedly for two years past. In some 
instances municipalities have gone Into 
the butchering business and have sold 
directly to the people, while in many 
places meat prices have been fixed by 
municipal enactment. Prices of milk, 
butter and other dairy products have 
advanced in sympathy with the price 
of fodder. 


Negotiations have been begun by the 
representatives of a Chicago museum for 
the transference to that etty of ah an¬ 
cient tomb weighing 280 tons. The tomb 
ts situate^ near the pyramids of 8ak-, 
kara, which lie some twenty miles from | 
Cairo and Is a favorite resort of tourists. ■ 
The Chicago museum authorities wish 
to remove the tomb in Its entirety. It 1 
has been arranged that a whole goods 
train shall carry the tomb In sections 
from the nearest point of the railway to 
the coast, but no arr&ngemsnts have yet 
been completed for moving the tomb 
from the deaert sands to the railway line. 
The sections of the tomb will be care¬ 
fully packed and placed on board a 
steamer at Port Said or Alexandria. An¬ 
other special goods train will convey it 
from the 'American coast to Chicago, 
where the sections will be put together 
again under the direction of archaeolo¬ 
gists. 


In addition, 
will be spent on the celebration Itself. 
Towards this amount the Federal Par¬ 
liament has appropriated three hundred 
thousand dollars, and the Quebec Legis¬ 
lature has followed by promising an¬ 
other hundred thousand dollarr.. Thq 
other provinces are taking the matter 
up, and may be relied upon to do 
their share. Each province or territory 
contributing a hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars or more to either battlefields or the 
celebration fund will be entitled to 
have its representation on the commis¬ 
sion in charge of that fund. 

One feature of the celebrations which 
must not be overlooked is the great 
military display which Is projected 
for the occasion. The Department of 
Militia has decided to assemble an 
army corps of twenty thousand men on 
thjo Plains of Abraham for the occa- 
sfoh and In the manoeuvres it Is ex¬ 
pected that detachments from Great 
Britain, France, and the United States 
will take part. Then the warships of 
the various nations assembled In the 
river will take part In a groat naval dis 
play, with the vessels, the city, and 
the Citadel Illuminated at night, and a 
grand pyrotechnic display will add to 
the impressiveness of the occasion. 

In addition to the battlefields scheme 
there are to be other permanent mem¬ 
orials of the commemoration. A special 
medal anj a epochal set of commem¬ 
orative coins are to be struck by the 
Canadian Royal Mint, while the General 
Post-office Department will Issue a 
special decorative set of postage stamps 
each stamp having on it a different 
scene representative of Canadian hls- 
! tory. Among the literary works under 
way for the occasion Is a work de¬ 
scriptive of Quebec, Its history and its 
people, upon which Rudyard Kipling 
In now busy, while a similar duty for 
the French-Canadlans Is being carried 
out by M. Hanotaux. ex-Minister of 
Foreign Affairs for .France and a dis¬ 
tinguished literateur. These two works 
are to be issued simultaneously In 
Englanu, France, Canada, and the 
United States.—Montreal Witness.

"Now. therefore, the municipal coun¬ 
cil of the corporation of the city of 
Victoria enacts as follows: 

"1. The scale of charges for nurses 
and other assistance and necessaries 
for patients at the city Isolation hos¬ 
pital shall be as follows: 

"For patients suffering from diph¬ 
theria. f 10 per week. 

"For patients suffering from scarlet 
fever, $5 per week. 

"For patients suffering from other In¬ 
fectious diseases. $5 per week; such 
charges not to Include separate medi¬ 
cal attendance or nursing. 

“2. Before directing the removal of 
any patient to the said hospital, the 
health officer shall require an under¬ 
taking from the persons liable or re¬ 
sponsible for the due and effective 
payment to the corporation for the 
said charges. 

“3. No patient shall be admitted to 
thq city Isolation hospital save with 
the previous sanction In writing of the 
medical health officer of the city of 
Victoria. 

"4. The regulations of the Public 
Health Act and of any regulation or 
order made In pursuance of such act 
shall be read with the health regula¬ 
tions of the council for the time being 
In force, but so that when a difference 
exists the regulations of the council 
shall prevail, and all such regulations 
shall govern the said city Isolation hos¬ 
pital and the conduct and use there¬ 
of." 

The pure food by-law will provide 
that • ' odstuffs offered for sale 
shall be Inspected. This will be done 
under the supervision of the health 
department, and will mean the ap¬ 
pointment of an assistant health offi¬ 
cer who will have charge of the laws 
relating to the Inspection of every¬ 
thing in the shape of food offered for 
sale.

The Early History of the Extravaganza 
to be Seen Here on Monday.

A sensa¬ 
tional minister took up the cudgel 
against It and succeeded In advertising 
it so thoroughly that It ran from Sep¬ 
tember 12th, 1866, until January 4th, 
1868, a total of 475 performances, one of 
the longest, If not the longest record 
for continuance performances ever 
known In the city of New York.

”1 have set out to write this book, 
as It has been pointed out to me that 
by so doing, I can best answer those 
gentlemen, who. for reasons best 
known to themselves, have, on the one 
hand, sought to belittle my achieve¬ 
ments. and who, on the other hand, 
have done their best to use me as a tool 
whereby they might stir up ill-feeling 
between Englund and America.” 

That’s how Tommy Burns, champion 
of the world, opens his preface to 
“Scientific Boxing and Self-Defence.” 
He has one other reason for writing 
the book, and it is because "I don’t 
want people to think 1 am making the 
bald-headed Eagle scream when I 
claim supremacy for the American 
boxer or for the American athlete gen¬ 
erally.” He does claim this supremacy, 
and he states Kis reasons for It. | 

The author of this book is a versatile 
artist and an interesting personality. I 
He is not yet 27 years old. yet has ] 
fought over fifty battles since the year j 
1900, an average of. say, eight or more j 
a year. What English heavy-weight, he 1 
asks, gets anything like these oppor¬ 
tunities for practice? He has called his 1 
book “Scientific Boxing and Self De¬ 
fence,” and wants that first word to J 
sink into our minds. Just get rid of the 
idea, says he. that boxing is brutal. It J 
Isn’t. It’s a business In which brains j 
count more than anything, and. proper- ' 
ly worked, it isn’t such a had busllness 
to take up. There’s money to be made 
at it, and if you are real good you can 
make it quicker than you can at most 
other professions. 

"I shall cling on to this profession.” 
he asserts, "until Time or some other 
more formidable antagonist puts me 
I out of It. ’Jem Roche.’ perhaps you will 
say. Well, he may. or even Jack John¬ 
son. But, whoever It Is, I can promise 
! him that he’ll have to go all the way. 

I didn’t win the world’s championship 
easily, and I don’t mean to give it up 
if I can help It. Sure, I won’t give it up 
tamely.” 

At the outset Tommy tells us that 
the new style of boxing Is better than 
the old. He reminds us of the fact that 
since Jem Mace's time the champion¬ 
ship title has been held In America, and 
that despite various attempts on the 
part of several English representatives 
the nearest approach which Englishmen 
have ever made towards regaining the 
honor has been its capture by the 
British-born, naturalised American 
citizen—Bob Fitzsimmons.

An application for entry or inspection 
made personally at any Sub-Agent’s omce 
may be wired to the lOoal agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expend of the appli¬ 
cant, and If the land appllet* P*r is vacant 
on receipt of the telegram iuch aoolica- 
tion is to have priority s*»4 ti*e land will 
be held until the necessary papers to com¬ 
plete the trar •'action are received by mail. 

In case of **i>er?'n;iuon'* *h« entry will 
be summarily canceled art the applicant 
will forfeit all priority of tlaim. 

An application for inspecttur mast be 
made in person. The apple nt must be 
eligible for homestead entry, ( - id only one 
application for Inspection will be received 
from an ir dividual until that application 
has been disposed of. 

A homesteader whose entry hr In good 
standing, and not liable to cancellation, 
may, subject to approval of Department, 
relinquish it in favor of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister, If eligi¬ 
ble, but to no one elae, on filing declara¬ 
tion of abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily cancelled, 
or voluntarily abandoned, subsequent to 
Institution of cancellation proceedings, 
the applicant for inspection will be en¬ 
titled to prior right of entry. 

Applicants for inspection murt state In 
what particulars the homesteader Is h 
default, and If subsequently the state¬ 
ment Is found to be incorrect In material 
particulars, the applicant will kse any 
prior right of re-entry, should the land 
become vacant, or if entry has been 
granted It may be summarily cancelled. 

DUTIES.—A settler is required to per¬ 
form the conditions under one of the fol¬ 
lowing plans:— 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land In each year 
during the term of three years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader re¬ 
sides upon, a farm In the vicinity of the 
land entered for by such homesteader ths 
requirement as to residence may be satis¬ 
fied by such person residing with the 
father or mother. 

(3) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned by 
him in the vicinity of his 1 omestead, the 
requirement may be satisfied by residence 
upon such land. 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commiesioner of Domin¬ 
ion Lands at Ottawa, of his In ten tit n to 
do so. 

SYNOFSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH¬ 
WEST MINING REGULATIONS. 

COAL.—Coal mining rights may be 
leased for a period of twenty-one years at 
an annual rental of SI per acre. Not 
more than 2.560 acres shall be leased to 
one Individual or company. A royalty 
at the rate of five cents per ton shall be 
collected on the merchantable coal mined. 

QUARTZ—A person eighteen years of 
age. or over, having discovered mineral In 
piece, may locate a claim 1,500 x 1,506 
fee.t. 

The fee for recording a claim Is |6. 

At least Sioo must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When 1600 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and upon 
complying with other requirements, pur¬ 
chase the land at $1 per acre. 

The patent provides for the payment of, 
ft royalty of 2*4 P*r cent, on the sales. 

Placer mining claims generally are 100 
foct square; entry fee 15. renewable 

yearly. 

An applicant may obtain two leasea to 
drudge for gold of five miles each for a 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 
discretion of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee shall have a dredge in op¬

POCKETS OF GOLD. 


SLEEPING SICKNESS 


Pockets or gold are not confined to 
any particular kind of rock. They have 
been found In limestone, in granite. In 
slate, in diabase, In andesite. In tuffs. 
In quartz vein. In seams where there 
was apparently no vein at all. It is 
rather the exlstance of certain peculiar 
conditions that Influences the deposi¬ 
tion of gold in those masses called 
pockets, rather than a rock of some 
particular kind. No two pocket mines 
are exactly alike, nor do any two 
pockets occur under Identical condi¬ 
tions. In the pocket mines of Cali¬ 
fornia tho gold Is usually found at 
the Intersection of two or more planes 
—veins, Jointing planes and small 
planes of fracture—most often where 
three such planes intersect.

The new Canadian-Australian liner

The 
famous French line Is at present run¬ 
ning its vessels from Japan to Hono¬ 
lulu, thence to San Francisco and north 
to Victoria, Vancouver and Sound 
ports. Having now entered Into an 
agreement with the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad Company, whereby It will be 
able to issue through bills of lading to 
all points reached by the C. P. R. and 
Its connections, the French Steamship 
Company will operate, commencing In 
May. a direct service to Vancouver and 
Victoria, the liners sailing every 46 
days. 

The liners being used on the “round- 
the-world” service by the Chargeurs 
Reunls are all of 10,000 to 16,000 gross 
and l^.ve twin-screws. The “Malte,” 
which was here some time ago, the 
“Ceylon,” which Is on Its way here by 
way of the Hawaiian islands and San 
Francisco, the “Ouessant” and the' 
“Corse” are all of 15,000 to 16,000 tons 
gross and have luxurious Accommoda¬ 
tion for passengers. 

In order to avoid Inconvenience to 
shippers the Chargeurs Reunls will at 
once replace the service via Honolulu 
and San Francisco by a direct line 
operating from Yokohama on a forty- 
five day schedule.

In the course of the weekly financial 
review. J. S. Bache & Co., of New Lork 
under date of March 21st., saye: 

The first of the reductions In divi¬ 
dends by an Important road was an¬ 
nounced by the New York Central this, 
week. The cut from 6 to 5 per cent, was 
most conservative. Whether or not the 
rate can be kept at 5 depends upon 
two things: a large increase in the 
company’s business or reduction of 
wages of employes. The reduction to 5 
per cent, places the road back on Its 
basis of dividend for 1906 and six years 
previous, so that It cannot be said that 
the reduction Imposes a heavy burden 
on stockholders. The action of the 
Central has directed attention more 
than ever to the question of whether 
reductions will now proceed all along 
the line. This Is not probable. Borne of 
the other roads will undoubtedly follow 
suit, but probably not all of them. The 
question of continuation of dividend 
rate Is always. In times like these, to 
the front In the minds of Investors, 
and preferred stocks of the older rail¬ 
roads will now probably become more 
than ever, favorite* In the investing 
market. Many of the Industrial* may* 
also be depended upon for continuance 
of their preferred dividends. 

The New York Central comes in for 
further attention and Interest by rea¬ 
son of the announcement on Friday 
thut the company had ordered one hun¬ 
dred and forty-three ^locomotives from 
the American Locomotiv* Co., under 
arrangement to pay for them In equip¬ 
ment trust bonds. This Is certainly a 
favorable piece of news, both for the 
Central Railroad and the Locomotive 
Company. 

It Is perhaps ft little early to forecast 
the trend of business condition* and the 
continuation of business Improvement. 
There Is without doubt, In many spots 
real increase In orders and operations. 
The increase Is slow and must neces¬ 
sarily be so. and If moderate activity 
extends to all trades, this is the most 
that can be expected. It does not 
mean booming prosperity and large 
profits for some time to come. The cop¬ 
per market Is watched with Intense 
Interest, but It Is doubtful whether the 
fluttering sign* of Increase can really 
be attributed yet to genuine consump¬ 
tion. 

A quiet, steady absorption of good 
bonds still continues, and there Is pro¬ 
bably a better market for prime Muni¬ 
cipals than Is usually to be found. 
This demand Is probably due to the 
desire of investors for absolute secur¬ 
ity. supplemented by purchases for 
banking Institutions In anticipation of 
legislation which will make Municipal 
bonds desirable assets because of their 
availability a security for circulation 
und government deposits. 

The Inability of corporations to 
market new securities at anything but 
prohibitive rates of Interest will not 
be without Its good effect* on the bond 
market. Compared with the amount of 
bonds sold during the first three 
months of each of the last five or ten 
years, the aggregate amount Issued 
this year has been nominal, a* result,

DIAMOND^ HARDER THAN STEEL. 


PRESIDENT’S APOLOGY. 


The diamond is the hardest mineral in 
existence, though metal tantalum, used 
for electric lamp filaments, comes very 
near It. Although *0 hard, the diamond 
is very brittle, so that a sharp blow will 
often fracture It. But Sir William 
Crookes, who has devoted much time dur¬ 
ing many years to the scientific study of 
the diamond, has shown that If a good 
one is placed between the steel jaws of 
a hydraulic pres*, and the pressure Is 
applied without Jerk so as to avoid frac¬ 
ture due to brittleness, the jaws may be 
made to meet without the slightest In¬ 
jury to even the edges of the diamond, 
the hard steel closing round It and taking 
an Impression of the much harder dia¬ 
mond just like so much wax. This ex¬ 
periment. no doubt, in the hands of a 
skilled scientist would be all right, but 
we would not advise readers to try Jt on 
with their diamond rings. 


British Warship Obtains Satisfaction for 
an Insult. 


The correspondent of the New York 
Herald at Port-au-Prince, the capital of 
Haytl, says that, while leaving the resi¬ 
dence of President Alexis, a atone was 
thrown at the British aide-de-camp by 
some person whose Identity docs not ap¬ 
pear to have been established. 

The official Informed the British consul. 
Arthur G. Vanslttart, who complained to 
the President. He did not receive any 
satisfaction, and thereupon reported the 
incident to the captain of His Majesty’s 
ship Indefatigable, a second-class cruiser, 
which was anchored outside the harbor. 

The British captain \ immediately de¬ 
manded an apology, and, pending a reply 
from President Alexis, he manoeuvred his 
ship so as to bring her guns to bear upon 
the President's residence. 

General Alexis lost no time, however, In 
personally tendering an apology to the 
British consul, which was accepted.

Calm In Danger. 

In a moment, by one of those quick 
transitions which onV the sudden 
glimpse of death can occasion, all is 
confusion and wild alarm. Before the 
order to close down the hatches could 
be executed there was a mad rush for 
the boats.
